Sirica turns down Watergate appeals 


Will sentence four Nixon aides next Friday 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — U S District Judge John J 
Sirica today rejected legal efforts to overturn the guilty 
verdicts of four former Nixon aides convicted in the 
Watergate cover-up and said he will sentence them next 
Friday 
Sirica s ruling, which refused to grant the defendants new 
trials, said he found no validity in the claims of former 
White House aides H R Haldeman and John D Ehrlichman, 
former Nixon re-election official Robert C Mardian and 
former Attorney General John N. Mitchell. 
The four were convicted on New Year’s Day following a 
three-month trial stemming from the June 17,1972, break-in 
and bugging of Democratic National Headquarters and their 
role in covering up the scandal 
A fifth defendant, 
Washington lawyer Kenneth W Parkinson, was acquitted by 
the jury. 
The four men found guilty argued their convictions should 
be overturned because the evidence of their guilt was 
insufficient to sustain the verdicts which were returned 
The court has carefully considered the points raised in 
each of these motions and the accompanying memoranda 


but cannot agress with the defendants’ conclusion.” Sirica 
said 
Sirica said he will impose sentences at 9 30 am. EST 
Friday. The four could receive a combined sentence of 75 
years in prison and $103,000 in fines 
In addition to the motions for acquittal, Sirica was asked 
to grant new trials to the defendants on a variety of 
procedural grounds Included were contentions that pretrial 
publicity made it impossible for the men to receive a fair 
trial and challenges to the procedures followed by Sirica in 
selecting and sequestering the cover-up jury 
Sirica said there was “ no support” for these motions 
Mitchell asked for a new trial on several separate points, 
including an argument that the chief trial lawyer James 
Neal stated twice, in the course of his final arguments, his 
opinion that Mr Mitchell was guilty.” 
The judge said these references, “ even if the defendant’s 
allegations were totally correct, would not require a new 
trial in the interest of justice ” 
Haldeman said he deserved a new trial as well because 
Sirica erred in refusing to grant his request for a 


continuance of the trial until former President Richard M 
Nixon was well enough to provide a deposition 
Nixon was, at the time the request was made, recovering 
from near fatal complications arising from blood clots in his 
leg Court doctors determined he would be unable to give a 
deposition until Jan 6 —five days after the verdicts were 
returned 
Sirica said Haldeman’s argument “ appears to be wholly 
without merit.” 
Ehrlichman raised 19 separate arguments in support of 
his request for a new trial, but Sirica said all were 
considered fully in trial and pretrial proceedings. 
“ Mr. Ehrlichman has not shown that the interest of 
justice would be served by granting him a new trial,” Sirica 
said 
Mardian challenged some remarks made by the special 
prosecutors he considered prejudicial and also said he 
should have received a separate trial when his counsel, 
David Bress, was unable to continue to actively represent 
him because of illness Sirica noted Bress' partner, Thomas 
Green, was fully qualified and provided Mardian defense 


“ with great skill and ability.” 
A defendant s right to be represented by the attorney of 
his choice is not so absolute as to permit disruption of the 
fair and orderly administration of justice when another 
competent attorney is available to continue the defense,” 
Sirica stated 
Ehrlichman and Haldeman also had sought a new trial on 
the grounds new evidence had surfaced since the stormy 64- 
day trial 
They based their argument on an apparent 
agreement between former White House Chief of Staff 
Alexander Haig and former Special Prosecutor Leon Jawor* 
ski to allow Jaworski to hear some presidential tapes in the 
White House 
The defendants argued there might have been some 
information on the tapes helpful to their case and they 
should have been allowed to hear them Sirica denied this 
motion 
Sirica also quashed a subpoena asking that Washington 
Star-News reporter Walter Taylor be required to testify 
about a story carrying his byline that ran in the newspaper 
one day after the trial ended 
Building volume heavy

T EL AVIV (U P I» — Secretary of State 
Henry A Kissinger brought back little 
new information or proposals from 
Cairo to advance negotiations for an 
agreement between Israel and Egypt, a 
senior Israeli official said today. 
The official outlined Israeli policy on 
disengagement that went little beyond 
the hard public line that Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin presented Wednesday to 
the 
Israeli 
Knesset 
(parliament) 
—Israel will not give up the Sinai passes 
or the oil fields unless Egypt irrevocably 
ends the state of war between them 


Kissinger 
ended 
his 
exploratory 
mission 
in 
Israel before flying to 
Jordan’s Red Sea port of Aqaba to 
inform King Hussein of the progress of 
the peace talks 


The high Israeli official echoed the 
earlier estimate of a high American 
official that the chances are no better 
than 50-50 that Kissinger will help work 
out an agreement on a second stage 
Israeli withdrawal when he returns to 
the area for the actual negotiations in 
'March 
The Israeli official added, however,

by Israeli troops since the 1967 war. 
The high Israeli official reported the 
secretary returned with little that was 
new. 
Kissinger met Rabin and the Israeli 
negotiators for a final time this morning 
and 
then 
lunched 
with 
76-year-old 
former Israeli Prime Minister Golda 
Meir, with whom he negotiated the 
earlier 
m ilitary 
disengagements 
between Israel and Egypt and Israel and 
Syria. 
Kissinger’s meeting with Rabin came 
an hour after two bombs exploded in a 
vacant lot a mile from the secretary’s 
hotel. 
Police said two Arab guerrillas were 
killed when the bombs apparently went 
off prematurely in the lot. There were 
no 
other casualties 
or 
damages 
reported. 
Emerging from Rabin's house after a 
two-hour meeting, Kissinger smiled to 
newsmen and called the talks “ very 
pleasant.” An Israeli source said they 
dealt mostly with “ bilateral issues,” 
indicating

talks 
centered 
on 
questions of military and economic aid. 
Then Kissinger drove to the north Tel 
Aviv home of Mrs. Meir.

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Oil plant issue still festering 


Referendum drive picks up speed

Environmental and other citizen groups banding 
together to fight county approval of an oil and gas 
processing plant of Exxon Corp west of Goleta 
continued to step up their efforts for a referendum 
election Thursday. 
There were these new developments in the bitter 
fight led by South Coast conservationists — with 
support 
from 
some 
north 
county 
groups and 
individuals: 
—A spokesman for the County Environmental 
Alliance spearing the referendum drive claimed 
“ we've already got over 2,000 signatures of registered 
voters,’ 
and predicted the necessary 9,204 valid 
signatures would be garnered shortly. “ It’s one of the 
easiest petitions I've seen to get voters' signatures,” 
he commented. 
—The Santa Barbara Coalition Against Oil Pollution 
scheduled an emergency meeting Saturday (Feb. 15) 
at 9:30 a m in the E l Patio Motor Hotel, 336 West 
Cabrillo Blvd., Santa Barbara, “ to develop means to 
help the anti-Exxon campaign by circulating petitions 
throughout the county.” 
—Proponents of the Exxon plant slated for 
construction in Las Flores Canyon in the E l Capitan- 
Refugio area — acknowledge that in addition to a 
possible referendum election, “ two hurdles” remain 
in the path of final approval — the State Lands 
Commission 
and 
the 
Coastal 
Conservation 
Commission 
Both must act on applications for 
pipeline permits across state coastal lands and water 
sought by Exxon, said Board of Supervisors chairman 
Francis H Beattie, of Lompoc. 
—Beattie, who has cast the third and deciding vote 
for the Exxon rezoning at a tumultuous public hearing 


in Santa Barbara Feb. 10, said later in the week he 
was of the opinion that the new oil and gas complex in 
its canyon setting about lVi miles from the beach 
“ would be compatible” with state beach park 
operations in the vicinity — the El Capitan and 
Refugio 
beaches. 
At 
the 
hearing, 
the 
State 
Department of Parks and Recreation had opposed the 
development on the grounds the oil complex would not 
be compatible with the beach parks frequented 
annually by hundreds of thousands of persons. 
—A division of opinion exists on the Board of 
Supervisors among the three supervisors favoring the 
development as to the powers of the State Lands 
Commission in the case. Whereas Supervisor Robert 
Kallman, who supported the project, has stated he 
feels State Lands Commission action against Exxon 
on a pipelines permit could possibly make the onshore 
plant approval by the county merely “ academic,” 
Beattie takes the position the Federal gdvernment is 
all-powerful in this instance and “ could come in and 
do it” on an emergency basis. He said he was of the 
opinion that “ no county or state government can 
disavow the Federal government” in such a case. 
—Supervisor Frank J. Frost, who voted against the 
Exxon proposal with Supervisor James M. Slater, said 
he felt “ the best way to kill the project is by a 
referendum.” 
—While 
Exxon 
opponents 
openly 
claim 
a 
“ preponderance” of South Coast citizens oppose the 
oil plant on the scenic coastal shelf, Board chairman 
Beattie and others favoring the oil installation claim 
that sentiment in the coastal area is “ divided” with 
large numbers of persons favoring proliferation of oil 
drilling. Press accounts of the climactic public 
hearing resulting in a 3-2 vote by supervisors to 
approve the Exxon plant indicated that opponents of 


oil represented anywhere from 85 to 90 per cent of the 
audience of well over 1,000 persons. But Beattie and 
his administrative aide, George Hutson, strongly 
disagree. They told this reporter they believed the 
audience the night of Feb 10 was about ” 50-50 . . . or 
even 60-40 in favor of Exxon.” The audience included 
an estimated 150 persons wearing construction hard 
hats who chanted in favor of Exxon Their spokesman 
said he was from Los Angeles. 


—The County Environmental Alliance, heading the 
referendum drive, must get a minimum of 9,204 valid 
signatures of voters in the last election to put the 
matter on the ballot unless the supervisors decide 
instead — which is unlikely — to void the ordinance 
they approved The ordinance is to become effective 
30 days after Feb. 10 approval — unless blocked by the 
referendum move. If the ordinance is voided, county 
conditional use permits for pipelines and an electrical 
substation for the project would also be voided, under 
terms of a motion approved by the supervisors Feb. 10 
at the hearing 


—The Santa Barbara Coalition Against Oil Pollution 
emergency session is to discuss ways to help the 
Environmental Alliance in its drive. Coalition leaders 
said they are inviting representatives of not only their 
own affiliated organizations, but any other area or 
county organization interested in joining the drive. 
—Earlier 
came 
word 
that 
Common 
Cause 
organization has endorsed the referendum drive and 
will lend its full support on the grounds that the 
controversy 
involves “ powerful 
interest groups 
versus the will of the ordinary citizen. ” 
—“ If they want the people to make a decision, 
maybe the best way is to go to an election,” 
commented Supervisor Beattie. 


Experts see 9 per cent joblessness this year

Two 
economic forecasting firms predicted 
today that unemployment will average 
close to 9 per cent this year if President 
Ford’s energy and economy programs 
are adopted intact. 
One of them also concluded that 
Ford’s program would be worse than 
doing nothing to help the economy. 
The 
administration 
has 
predicted 
unemployment will average 8.2 per cent 
this year and peak at 8.5 per cent before 
declining. But there were indications 
Thursday that Ford’s economic advisers 
were revising this forecast upward. 
The AFL-CIO predicts a 10 per cent 
unemployment rate this year. 
In testimony before Congress’ Joint 
Econom ic 
Com m ittee, 
Chase 
Econometrics, an affiliate of the Chase 
Manhattan 
Bank, 
and 
Wharton 
Economic Forecasting Associates Inc. 
of Philadelphia gave their computer 
analyses of Ford’s proposals. 
Chase predicted an unemployment 
rate averaging 8.8 per cent this year and 
8.6 per cent next year. Wharton forecast 
a 9 per cent rate this year and an 8.3 per 
cent rate in 1976 under the complete 
Ford program. 
Chase’s Michael K. Evans said if the

choice were to do nothing or to adopt the 
Ford program, “ the complete Ford 
program, because of its much more 
restrictive overall constraints, is clearly 
the worst alternative in terms of real 
growth and m fact is inferior to doing 
nothing at all.”

On Feb. 3, President Ford estimated 
unemployment would decline late this 
year and average 8.1 per cent for 1975 
and 7.9 per cent in 1976. He told a 
meeting of the New York Society of 
Security Analysts Thursday, “ I am 
hopeful that we can and will have unem­ 
ployment moving down by the end of this 
year.”

President hinted that a revision of the 
administration’s 
estimate 
may 
be 
coming as a result of the swift ascent of 
unemployment to 8.2 per cent 
in 


January. 
“ My own personal feeling is that there

forecasting,” Ford said. He said Meany

On the inflation front, Greenspan 
offered encouragement. “ We see some 
very definite and quite hopeful signs” 
that inflation is abating, he said. 
The unemployment insurance figures 
reached a new high Thursday. The 
Labor Department said a record 4.8 
million people received state unemploy­ 
ment insurance benefits in the week 
ending Jan. 25, and that 5.6 million in all 
got benefits under all programs.

School Board candidates 


Berg tackles ed issues, her roles and views

Barbara Berg, candidate for 
the school board, talks softly 
almost cautiously. Then words 
come in a rush with ideas 
tumbling over each other in no 
particular order. Sometimes 
she half apologizes for the 
exuberance of her response 
She interrupted an interview 
the other day to tell me about a 
new 
countywide 
student 
attendance review board she 
serves as one of the first 
appointees. "The county has a 
review board for students who 
are being dismissed because of 
truancy 
or 
attendance 
problems," she said. "It's a 
kind of go-between between 
the probation department and 
the schools The new program 
will keep some youngsters out 
of court. ” 
She talked about all this with 
almost as much excitement as 
she does of the race she is 
running for a seat on the board. 
Barbara J. Berg is 40 years 
old She and her husband, Roy, 
and their daughter, now 12 
came to Lompoc in 1969 Mrs. 
Berg speaks with pride of the 
fact that they chose Lompoc as 
their home even though it 
would 
have 
been 
just 
as 
convenient to have located in a 
nearby 
community. 
They 
settled here because a survey 
of schools in the respective 
communities showed Lompoc 
Unified School District had the 
edge over the others. Mrs. 
Berg says. 


She was born in Michigan and 
educated at Olympic College, 
University of Washington, with 
degrees 
in 
sociology 
and 
education. 
She 
has 
never 
sought public office before. 
Since coming to Lompoc, 
Mrs. Berg has been active in 
the PTA, 
serving first as 
president of the La Mesa 
School 
chapter, 
and 
more 
recently 
as 
president 
of 
Lompoc Valley PTA Council. 
She has also been active in 
Meals 
on 
Wheels, 
Church 


Women 
United, 
Lompoc 
Unified School District Board 
Research 
Project 
1973-74; 
advisory 
com m ittees 
membership 
for 
local 
and 
Santa Barbara County Schools. 
She spoke with feeling the 
other day of some of the issues 
in the school board race and of 
her role in one of the more 
explosive 
issues; 
proposed 
closure of schools in the face of 
declining enrollment 
Mrs 
Berg served on the 
facility and resource research 
study that culminated in the 
Williams Report 
Before we 
can decide the question of 
school closures, we’ll have to 
go back to the people again 
About three years ago initial 
surveys indicated La Honda 
School was the school to close. 
When 
we worked on the 
Williams Report, however, we 
found a lot of young families in 
that area at that time and La 
Honda was obviously not the 
school to close. Then we looked 
at La Mesa School because the 
enrollment 
seemed 
to 
be 
declining This year just within 
the last two weeks La Mesa has 
hired another teacher because 
their school population is going 
up So we should look at this 
very closely The public spoke 
loud and clear on what they felt 
about closing schools and if 
there are other methods 
to 
keep costs down I ’m in favor of 
it You don’t save all that much 
money when you close 
a 
school.” 
(Note 
by 
this 
reporter: As a result of a wide 
spectrum of questions, Loma 
Vista School was finally closed 
at 
Vandenberg 
Air 
Force 
Base.) 


Another explosive issue at 
the moment is that of the 
district’s 
state 
mandated 
Affirmative Action Program 
that will shortly come before 
the 
school 
board 
before 
submission to the state. 
The 
issue 
has 
become 
controversial 
because 
the 
program covers only personnel 
and not the wide range of 


subjects some members of the 
public thought it should 
Mrs. Berg paused a long 
moment before she expressed 
her views. Finally she said, 
"I'm 
in 
favor 
of 
equal 
opportunity for all children. 
The reason the Affirmative 
Action Program deals only 
with personnel is because that 
is the specialized expertise of 
assistant Supt Alice Milligan 
who handled it We'll probably 
get into curriculum with the 
other 
assistant 
superintendent.” 
(Note by this reporter: The 
Affirmative Action Program — 
the segment now being pushed 
for board approval — puts the 
board on record as giving equal 
job opportunity to all with no 
discrimination because of sex, 
age, race, national origin or 
religion. ) 
Opportunity for women in the 
district has become a major 
issue 
and 
the 
subject 
of 
considerable debate. 
In the interview the other 
day, Mrs. Berg agreed with the 
popular contention that there 
must 
have 
been 
some 
discrimination in the district, 
as illustrated by the fact that 
there is only one female school 
principal and she was named 
only this year. 
She 
turned 
the 
question 
around to prove a point. "If you 
really want to get into some 
areas 
where 
th e r e ’s 
discrimination 
against 
men 
look at secretarial areas.” 
Mrs. Berg is simple and 
direct 
when it 
comes 
to 
expressing what she would do 
with the much talked about 
windfall sum of $1.9 million. 
"We need to do something 
about déficiences in English, 
math and reading and by that 
to provide opportunities for 
inservice 
training 
and 
encourage the staff — let’s get 
the 
curriculum 
people 
together; 
let’s 
get 
the 
secondary 
and 
elementary 
people 
together. 
I 
favor 
establishing music and art and 
physical education programs at 


the elementary school level 
because that helps develop a 
well rounded child. These are 
things the school board has to 
look at. 
"There’s a possibility that 
class size could be lowered 
with declining enrollment, but 
not just lower class size but to 
provide places in the schools 
for people who come into the 
schools 
to 
work, 
like 
the 
instrumental music teacher. 
Quite often he’s off in a corner 
of the multi-purpose room. 
Providing him with a place to 
work and also providing spaces 
for the psychologist and the 
consultants for art and math 
and music when they come into 
the schools. 
"Right now there’s emphasis 
on a tutorial program involving 
parents and students in cross- 
age tutoring — where an upper 
grade student will help a lower 
grade student — if you’re going 
to bring people into the schools 
to work you have to provide 
space for them to work. ” 
She spoke with feeling also 
about 
vocational 
education 
programs and particularly in 
the light of the new tax funded, 
state 
mandated 
Regional 
Occupation Program 


“ Some of the vocational 
education programs are very 
expensive, that’s why I think 
ROP is so great. It gives the 
school 
district 
unlimited 
opportunity 
for 
courses 
a 
school district could not afford 
to finance.” (Note by this 
reporter: ROP is funded by a 
2V*-cent county tax to provide 
vocational courses that do not 
replace 
or 
compete 
with 
courses already under way in 
the schools. Some Lompoc 
youths are going to Santa 
Maria each day for training in 
a motorcycle repair shop.) 


In 
terms 
of 
new 
developments, Mrs Berg also 
cited the busing of students 
back and forth between the 
area’s two high schools for 
courses provided in only one 
school. She cited an electronics 


course at Cabrillo that was 
attracting Lompoc High School 
students. 
"The 
agriculture 
program is very important in 
the community. I think we 
should 
have 
a 
strong 
ag 
program 
at 
Lompoc 
and 
perhaps a horticulture class at 
Cabrillo, but I would bus back 
and forth.” 
Mrs. Berg conceded that the 
bus trip back and fourth had not 
proved overly popular in the 
past, but declared: "It ’s an 
administrative problem 
and 
something the administration 
needs to work out.” 
"But why duplicate course 
offerings in both schools when 
it’s more practical in many 
cases to bus students?” she 
asked 
Mrs. Berg also wants more 
counselors, particularly at the 
elementary level, and perhaps 
greater use of psychologists at 
the elementary level. When it 
comes to cutting down the 
budget she’s simple and direct: 
" I think any cuts that have to 
be made should be as far as 
possible from children. For 
example 
let’s 
watch 
the 
amount of paper we use; let's 
watch areas like that, supplies; 
watch that we’re not wasting. ” 


In other respects, she favors 
the personnel unit concept; 
would seek more state and 
federal grants for specialized 
fields of study; vows to work 
for more community input in 
education matters and more 
student input; would go to the

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Makarios to seek Soviet aid 
against partition of Cyprus 


Lashes back at Congress 


NICOSIA (UPI) — President Makarios today 
declared he would turn to the Soviet Union for 
help in fighting the establishment of a separate 
Turkish state in the northern third of Cyprus. 
"We shall resist, we shall struggle, we shall 
sacrifice ourselves if necessary, but we shall 
not yield,’ the bearded archbishop told a rally 
of some 5,000 Greek Cypriot high school 
students. 
"We shall turn to Moscow and in every 
direction in our efforts to safeguard the in­ 
dependence, 
sovereignty 
and 
territorial 
integrity of our island.” he said 
The students marched through the streets to 
his downtown office chanting slogans of protest 
against 
Thursday’s 
proclamation 
of 
an 
autonomous 
state 
in 
the Turkish-occupied 
portion of Cyprus. 
"Go to Moscow, 
your beatitude,” 
they 
chanted "No to partition.” 
Makarios called their demonstration "an 
expression of the determination of the Greek 
Cypriot people not to succumb to the force of 
Turkish weapons.” 
Armed police and troops guarded the U.S. 
Information Center and the British Consular 
offices 
—targets 
of 
attack 
in 
previous 
demonstrations —but there were no reports of 
violence 
Makarios Thursday said he planned to appeal 
the Turkish decision to the U N 
Security 
Council some time next week 
But Rauf Denktash. leader of the Turkish 
community, said the move was necessary 
because 
recent 
Greek 
proposals 
for 
a 


settlement would pin down the island's Turks 
"in the position of a minority.” 
Archbishop 
Makarios, 
president 
of 
the 
virtually defunct pre-1974 republic, said the 
declaration "confirms the bad faith of both the 
Turkish government and the Turkish Cypriot 
leadership.” 
Makarios met with his advisors for six hours 
Thursday after the Turkish Cypriots announced 
a "secular and federated” state in territory 
seized by Turkish troops last summer. 
Turkey invaded the Eastern Mediterannean 
island on July 20, five days after the Greek-led 
Cypriot national guard staged a military coup 
Makarios said the Turkish announcement put 
an 
end 
to negotiations 
between the 
two 
communities, adding he "deems it necessary to 
make a recourse to the U N. Security Council.” 
Denktash, who was named head of state of the 
new government, told reporters the move "is 
not a unilateral declaration of independence. ” 
"We 
have 
reconstructed 
our 
internal 
administration to be ready for the birth of a 
federal state and the Greeks have already 
accepted the concept of a federal state,” he 
said. 
In Washington, the State Department said the 
United States regretted the move and had

ALHAMBRA, Calif (UPI) — An Arab banker will become a 
major stockholder in the U.S. firm charged with training Saudi 
Arabian oilfield guards, according to plans filed with California 
business regulators. 
He was identified as Chassan I. Shaker of Beirut, Lebanon, 
president of the Banque de Liban et d'Cutre-Mer. 
A spokesman for Vinnell Corp said Thursday that Shaker had 
expressed an interest in buying into the firm a year ago, and 
although his investment is listed as part of an upcoming general 
reorganization of ownership, "as of now no money has been 
invested” by him. 
Vinnell has been the center of a national controversy since it 
was disclosed that the Pentagon awarded the firm a $77 million 
contract to train the Saudi Arabian National Guard to defend 
oilfields. Critics have noted that the Saudis may be trained by 
Americans to fight American troops. 
The firm has been swamped by hundreds of job applications 
from American veterans, and some military men still in service, 
for the 1,000 instructor positions open. 
Congress has indicated the contract will be investigated. 
The firm said it had suffered multimillion dollar losses on 
construction projects in the United States, offsetting the $200 
million worth of Vietnam construction work it handled for the 
Defense Department The firm expects to lose $5.7 million on the 
Grand Coulee Dam hydroelectric project, its report said, and may 
not recover a $4 million investment in a housing development near 
San Dimas, Calif

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Tale of sunken Red sub 
Hughes-CIA link probed 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — A county grand jury has begun 
investigating a tale that burglars stole from Howard Hughes' 
office proof that the CIA proposed retrieving a sunken Russian 
submarine using Hughes' secrecy-shrouded underwater mineral 
hunting ship 
The hearings began Thursday into the burglary, which took 
place last June 5, but just what was stolen is now in debate. 
The burglars, according to some reports, demanded a $1 million 
ransom for the CIA documents. 
The grand jury probe was wrapped in secrecy. Deputy District 
Attorney Michael Brenner refused to make any statements about 
it. Witnesses were brought before the jury through back corridors 
to keep them away from newsmen. Police and the district attor­ 
ney’s office have refused to comment on the Hughes-CIA reports 
Safecrackers broke into the Summa Corp. Hollywood office that 
serves as the mysterious billionaire’s personal message center, 
purportedly one of the best guarded buildings in the country, and 
tied up a guard at gunpoint They worked in the building for four 
hours, despite the presence of employes in other rooms. 
The message center maintains contact between Hughes’ 
traveling international hideaways and his multitude of business 
interests. 
At the time, Hughes’ employes said the burglars took 160,000 in

cash, and rifled files but took no documents. Within days, the 
amount was increased to 168,000. 
The Los Angeles Times and other local news media, quoting law 
enforcement sources, have reported that the burglars apparently 
got $250,000 in cash, valuable art objects and two footlockers filled 
with Hughes personal correspondence files. 
The Times said investigators believe the files contained 
correspondence between Hughes and the CIA over a spy mission 
for the Glomar Explorer. 
The Glomar Explorer, based at Long Beach, Calif., is designed 
to search for and extract mineral deposits on the ocean floor. It 
has become one of Hughes’ chief projects, and is surrounded by 
secrecy. Its crew members have reportedly been ordered to speak 
to no one about its work when they put into ports of call. 
The Times said the correspondence included an agreement to 
use the ship to retrieve a Russian submarine that sunk several 
years ago off the coast of Portugal. 
The investigative sources quoted in the reports said there was 
an attempt to sell the documents back to Hughes for $1 million, 
but that negotiations broke off several weeks ago. 
R. F. Bauer, board chairman of Global Marine, which operates 
the ship for Hughes, has denied there was any plan to recover a 
Russian sub with it.

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Suffering slings and arrows of outrageous fans

Pressure is part of sports. It comes in 
different forms. Golfer Lee Trevino describes 
pressure as playing a stranger for $20 when 
you only have $5 in your pocket. 
Roy Howell and Roy Thomas spent their 
winter playing baseball in the Puerto Rico 
major 
league, 
where 
they 
encountered 
various forms of pressure 
The competition on the field was tough 
Thomas feels that the experience of playing 
under pressure against top quality players 
gave him the 
confidence to pitch for the 
Philadelphia Phillies this year. 


There was also pressure from the fans, who 
are, well, enthusiastic. 
“The fans are unbelievable," said Howell 
during a stopover in Lompoc between winter 
ball and spring training “ Baseball is a betting 
sport down there. They bet on everything 
They’ll come on the field, throw rocks; they 
fight in the stands a lot." 
One 
afternoon, 
sitting 
in 
the 
bullpen, 
Thomas counted seven different grandstand 
fights. 
“Everyone in the stands watches when 
there’s a fight," said Thomas, who pitched for 
Caguas. “They cheer for the guys fighting and 
boo the police.” 


The fans warm up as the season climaxes. 
“The playoffs are the biggest time of the 
year down there," recalled Howell, who 
played for Ponce, one of the island’s six 
teams. “They pack the house and it really gets 
interesting There are guards for the buses, 
guards in the dugouts and locker rooms — you 
just hope that you’re not the one to make an 
error and blow the ballgame." 
Pressure. 
At times, the crowd’s enthusiasm takes 


concrete forms. 
Literally. 
Like the time 
Caguas was playing at Ponce. Jay Johnstone 
played right field for Ponce. 
“ I happened to look around," said Howell, 
“and there he (Johnstone) was, laying out 
there on his stomach. ” 
A fan had hurled a baseball-size chunk of 
cement and hit Johnstone on the head The 
gash required several stitches 
You've got to be careful in the outfield,” 
Howell said needlessly. 
On another occasion at Ponce, “One guy 
cam e out of the stands and wanted to pitch He 
took the ball away from the pitcher. The cops 


around the ballpark long after the games. 
“The fans would kill ’em ." 
Thomas recalled that after the final game of 
the Puerto Rico championship playoffs, which 
Roy’s team lost in seven games, the Caguas 
team owner advised the players to wait around 
an hour or so before leaving the park, just to 
be safe. 
And watch out for bad bounces. 
“There were five fields in the league worse 
than Arroyo Grande," said Howell. “ We had 
one groundskeeper. He was 75 years old. but 
he could lay a chalk line." 
The league consisted of six teams, playing a

hit him over the head with a billy club and 
dragged him off." 
The fans love to throw oranges at umpires 
and insults at ballplayers 
Their English 
vocabulary is limited, but effective 
“ Did they ever ride me? Definitely," said 
Howell. "They use the common slang, all 
vulgar They swore in English.” 
The umpires, between defensive swats at 
flying oranges, find time to assert their 
authority. 
“The umpires are brutal," said Howell. 
“They’re the worst I’ve ever seen anyplace, 
including high school and Little League. They 
don't allow any talking back, nothing. One of 
them said to us, ‘You better be swinging 
tonight, boys, because they’re all strikes And 
one word will cost you $100, so go ahead and 
talk.’ ” 
The umpires, according to Howell, hang 


70-game schedule. Four of the teams make the 
playoffs and the eventual winner goes to the 
Caribbean World Series to play teams from 
Mexico, Dominican Republic, and Venezuela.

Cepeda, I walked him on four pitches. I faced 
him eight more times, though, and he didn’t 
get any hits." 
Roy pitched in 13 games (12 starts >, had a 7- 
2 record, two shutouts, three complete games, 
and a 2 09 ERA. In 86 innings he walked 25 and 
struck out 61. 
His chances of sticking with the big league 
Phillies this year? 
“I think they’ll give me a good look I’m just 
about ready. I think I could get them out up 
there. My overall outlook on the game is 
better I really got down last year when they 
sent me down (to the minors). Now I’m 
throwing 
well 
and 
I’ve 
got 
my 
head 
straightened out a lot. I won’t be so awed by 
them (major leaguers) anymore." 
The winter was less successful for Howell. 
I didn’t do well offensively (around .200), 
but I played good defensive baseball," he said, 
Howell was hit by pitches three tim es, twice 
on the hands and once on the elbow. He missed 
about six weeks of playing due to the injuries. 
I put out the word that it (getting hit) 
better not happen again, and it slacked off," 
said Howell. “They play for blood down 
there." 
“ I’m tired now. very tired,” said Howell 
when he first got back to Lompoc a couple 
weeks ago. “ I’ve played 11 straight months, 
counting spring training, and I’ve had over 800 
at-bats."

Soviets keep 
family apart 


LOS ANGELES (U P I) - LitUe Nicole 
Donins hasn't seen her father, a noted 
Russian javelin thrower, since she and 
her mother left the Soviet Union nine 
months ago. 


Speaking at a news conference here 
Thursday, Kathy Donins, 25, pleaded 
with 
the Soviet and 
United States 
governments to take steps to release her 
husband, Jams, from the Soviet Union 
and let him join his family in Malibu, 
Calif. 


The Donins met in 1969 when he 
competed with the Soviet Track and 
Field Team in the USA-USSR track 
m eet here. Mrs. Donin, then a student at 
the University of Southern California, 
invited some members of the team to 
her home. 


The couple began corresponding, and 
in 1970 Mrs. Donins visited the Soviet 
Union. They met again in 1971 when 
Donin returned to the United States to 
compete in another meet. 


Mrs. 
Donins 
said 
they 
became 
engaged 
in 
1971, 
and 
the 
Soviet 
government threatened to bar Donins 
from Olympic competition. 


They were married in January, 1972 in 
Latvia, Donins' home, and Mrs. Donins 
said six months later she was told she 
was a Soviet citizen. 


“We decided to live in the Soviet 
Union to protect my husband’s relatives 
from 
harassment and mistreatment 
they would receive if we chose to 
leave,” Mrs. Donins said in an earlier 
interview. 


“Our efforts were to no avail and 
Soviet officials made life completely 
miserable for us all." 


Mrs. Donins said the Soviets revoked 
her 
husband’s 
foreign 
travel 
visa, 
making it impossible for him to compete 
in the Olympics. 


She left the Soviet Union in June 1974 
with her 2-year-old daughter Nicole, 
“ because I could no longer stand the 
pressure or harassment. "

MIAMI (UPIl — The Miami Dolphins and 
their old legal thorn-in-the-side, attorney Ellis 
Rubin, have squared off again 
This time, the Dolphins have refused to renew 
the five season tickets Rubin claims he has held 
for nine years for himself and his four children. 
And Rubin is threatening to sue the Dolphins 
again, in both federal and state courts 
Rubin has been attacking the Dolphins and, 
through them, the National Football League for 
years. First he battled and eventually won 
through congressional action to lift the ban on 
local televising of sold-out games. Then he sued 
and lost last year to keep the Dolphins from 
tying pre-season games into their season ticket 
sales 


Rubin said that Joe Robbie, the Dolphins’ 
president, was using “this to punish me. I 
consider it a low blow, a cheap shot and typical 
National Football League policy. This is the 
ultimate low blow delivered by Joe Robbie.“ 
In last year’s suit, Rubin’s complaint alleged 
he was “forced against his will to purchase an 
undesirable product,” meaning the pre-season 
exhibition game tickets 
“Rubm has cost the Miami Dolphins $12,000 to 


$15,000 defending lawsuits he eventually lost on 
every court level,” said Robbie, who also is an 
attorney. “He doesn’t have to force his money 
on me any longer. He had me served with 
subpoenas about every morning the Super Bowl 
was here last time (1971). That’s one of the 
reasons the NFL didn’t have it here since then.” 
Rubin’s 
subpoenas 
also 
kept 
NFL 
Commissioner Pete Rozelle hopping in and out 
of court a week before the 1971 Super Bowl at 
Miami. 
Rubin observed that loss of his tickets also 
will mean that he may miss next year’s Super 
Bowl game to he played in Miami's Orange 
Bowl. 
“I think it is a helluva rap for my four 
children, who share these tickets with me and 
who have attended every game since the 
Dolphins’ first game,’’ he said. 
Rubin is not going to let the matter drop First 
he will fire off letters of protest to Rozelle and 
to Sen John Pastore, D-R.I., of the Senate 
Commerce Committee, which held hearings 
that led to the lifting of local television 
blackouts 
Then, Rubin said, he’ll consider lawsuits in 
both federal and state courts.

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Be Prepared. Know where your fuse boxes or 
circuit breakers are located. 
Locate the main switch 
box—usually near the 
spot where the PG&E 
electric service wires 
connect to your house, 
or near your PG&E elec­ 
tric meter. Locate any 
additional box or boxes 
-usually in a closet or 
utility room. Keep spare 
fuses handy. 


Check the Neighbors. If your lights should go 
out, check to see if other homes in your neigh­ 
borhood have lights. If the power is off in your 
home only, you may have a blown fuse or 
tripped circuit breaker. 


Determine the Cause. Blown fuses or tripped 
circuit breakers are often caused by having too 
many lamps or appliances connected to one 
outlet or circuit. Another 
possibility is a defective cord 
on a lamp or appliance. To 
check, unplug all lamps or 
appliances on the affected 
circuit, looking for defective 
plugs or cords while doing 
so. Replace the blown fuse 
or re-set the tripped circuit 
breaker, following the pro­ 
cedures given below. Then 
plug each lamp or appliance 
back in. A defective one will cause the fuse to 
blow, or circuit breaker to trip, again. 


To Replace a Fuse. First turn the main switch 
to ‘‘OFF.” Make sure that your hands are dry 
and that you are standing on a dry surface. 
Look for the “ blown” fuse; the “ window” may 
be blackened, or 
g o o d f u s e 
b l o w n f u s e 
there may be a 
visible gap in 
the fuse ele­ 
ment. Replace 
the blown fuse 
with one of the proper amperage rating, usually 
one of not more than 15-20 amps. Never 
use a penny or other metal object to “ bridge” 
the blown fuse, as this could cause a house 
fire. Turn the main switch to “ ON.” If only part 
of the lights in the house come on, this may 
indicate that a fuse in a branch fuse box has 


also blown. Check these fuses in the same way 
you checked the fuses at the main switch. 


Cartridge Fuses. Be sure the main switch is 
“ OFF” while you are changing cartridge fuses. 
You won't be able to visually tell exactly which 
cartridge fuse is blown. In this case, test by 
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still plugged in. Make sure that electric tools 
are properly grounded (with a 3-prong plug), or 
are of the U.L. approved “ double-insulated” 
type. When you unplug an appliance, pull the 
plug-not the cord.

Killer Weed and the law 


With a cheer we greet the news that 
marijuana reform legislation is on the 
move in Sacramento, and that California 
may finally be moving out of the fog 
surrounding this most emotional issue. 
The proposed legislation is patterned 
after a similar law now in effect in Oregon 
under which the penalty for possession of 
up to an ounce of the green weed is a 
citation similar to a traffic ticket, and no 
more 
than 
a 
$100 
fine. 
Presently, 
possession of any marijuana at all can lead 
to a jail term of up to ten years under a 
felony conviction. 
The legislation has passed the first 
hurdle of the Senate Judiciary Committee 
on a strict party-line vote — Democrats 
for and Republicans against. Now it moves 
to the Senate Finance Committee for 
further study and possible change. 
The bill is not without its friends, as it is 
supported by not only Governor Brown, 
but also by the California Peace Officers 
Association, 
the California State Bar 
Association, and the District Attorney s 
Association. 
We have felt for some time that the 
penalty for possession or use of marijuana 
has not fit the seriousness of the “ crime.” 
There are as many opponents to the 
decriminalization of marijuana as there 
are proponents, and for a wide variety of 
reasons. Doctors can be found on both 
sides of the issue with equally impressive 
credentials. No medical proof has ever 
been submitted which ties marijuana 
irrefutably to harmful effects to health or 


society and yet the law persists. 
The harmful effects of the marijuana 
laws to society are irrefutable, however. 
A general decline in respect for the law 
is obvious among youthful 
users of 
marijuana who see the inequities of 
enforcement 
and 
punishment, 
and 
question the validity of the law s existence 
in the first place. Secondly, but no less 
important, is the fact that our judicial 
system has been bogged down in the 
quagmire of endless prosecutions for 
possession of small amounts of marijuana, 
each case eating up time and money and 
preventing both police and court officials 
from doing a better job with those crimes 
more deserving of their time. Society m 
general has suffered immeasurably from 
this situation. 
All this will be changed if Moscones bill 
clears both branches of the legislature. 
Law enforcement and prosecutors will be 
more free to pursue crimes and criminals 
worthy of their time, including the real 
dangers to society through 
drugs, 
the 
hard drug users and pushers. Too, court 
dockets will hopefully be more free for 
dealing with cases of more substance. 
Marijuana achieved its rather dubious 
status as “ the killer weed” in the forties 
and has never been able to either come up 
to its billing or overcome the stigma 
attached to it at that time, in spite of all 
the publicity it has received in recent 
years. Good sense seems finally to be 
coming to the fore, and its advent is long 
overdue.

Prison sentences 


“ The time for change has come,” said 
Richard A 
McGee referring to the 
indeterminate sentencing law by which 
those 
convicted 
of 
felonies 
are 
imprisoned for periods of one year up to 
a maximum as set by the Legislature. 
Within 
that 
time 
span 
the 
Adult 
Authority, which functions as a parole 
board, may set a release date It can be 
the minimum or the maximum or 
anything in between. It can, under 
certain 
circumstances, 
even 
be 
extended beyond the maximum 


Established in 1917 as a penal reform 
it continued to be extolled as essential to 
modern penal concepts which included 
rehabilitation But it has recently come 
into resounding disrepute with most 
penologists as well as many others. And 
Senator John Nejedly has introduced SB 
42 which would make radical changes in 
the method of prison sentencing as well 
as abolish the Adult Authority 


The 
major 
criticism s 
of 
the 
indeterminate sentence law are that it 
breeds prison disorder because of the 
frustrations of the inmates who are 
uncertain about how long they must 
remain incarcerated and the unfairness 
of the system whereby unequal periods 
of time are served by two persons both 
guilty of the same offense 


What makes McGee’s declarations of 
major importance is that he was long a 
supporter of the indeterminate sentence 
and has been an acknowledged authority 
on penology for many years. He came to 
California in 1943 to head up the newly 
reorganized 
prison 
department 
He 
remained as director of the Department 
of Corrections for 23 years. Often at 
odds 
with 
the 
Legislature 
he 
nevertheless is credited with having 
contributed 
much 
to 
prison 
improvements. 
He 
now 
serves 
as 
president of the American Justice 
Institute. 


Free from the daily responsibilities of 
administering a prison program and the 
preoccupation 
of 
maintaining 
the 
security of prisoners, McGee obviously 
has had much time to meditate on the 
overall approach 


In his view “ The most critical point in 
our system of criminal justice is the 
imposition of sentence “ To illustrate 
the major fault of the present system he 
tells the poignant story of an inmate 


who, appearing before the parole panel, 
belligerently recited the fact that he had 
served five years for a crime while his 
partner had been paroled for more than 
a year 
“ All I ask is justice, just 
justice." After reflection he said, “ Mr 
Chairman, 
could 
I 
change 
that 
statement9 What I really meant to ask 
for was mercy. I think I ’ve had about all 
the justice I can take “ 
McGee, who doesn t presume to hold 
all the answers does however have some 
ideas on ways to change the present 
system 
He points out that presently 
everyone 
is 
unhappy 
over 
prison 
sentencing, the policeman wondering 
why the burglar is back on the street, 
legislators who attempt to deal with 
presumed leniency of judges or the 
parole board by passing tougher laws, 
judges bound by rigid statutes, victims 
of crimes who think sentences are too 


light, and the perpetrators because of 
the uneveness of sentences. 
And while much of his thinking is 
contained in the Nejedly measure it is 
still too early to predict what the 
Legislature may do. It is known that 
many judges are opposed to placing 
more sentencing responsibility upon 
them Yet, Governor Jerry Brown has 
been most scathing in his criticisms of 
present penology. “ They don’t deter, 
they don’t punish, they don’t protect, so 
what the hell do they do9” he was 
reported to have said. 
M cGee’s 
years 
as 
a 
prison 
administrator 
dealing 
with 
the 
Legislature have made him realistic 
“ Any 
new 
approach 
should 
offer 
reasonable assurance of costing no more 
than the current system, or if it costs 
more that there is a clear promise that 
it will be more effective.”

Dear Mr Editor; 
I would like to congratulate Major 
(Ret) Tom Kirkwood on the article he 
wrote about military fringe benefits and 
which you published in the Jan 30 issue 
Far too many retirees fail to speak out 
on issues that threaten the benefits that 
they were promised and which they 
earned and which in some cases might 
have induced them to make the military 
service their career. On January 13th 
President Ford in a nationally televised 
appearance 
stated 
that 
he 
would 
endeavor to impose a five per cent 
ceiling on pay raises for government 
employes including military retirees 
The 1974 Consumer Price Index was an 
increase of 12 2 per cent over 1973 
In 1958 the Congress passed a public 
Law which was duly signed by the 
President which geared the pay of 
future military retirees to the Consumer 
Price Index. To my knowledge the 
President may not now arbitrarily 
manipulate or in any other legal way 
change this law 
Only the Congress 
through new legislation may do this 
Numerous attempts over the past seven 
or eight years to pass a Recomputation 
of Retired Pay law have met with 
steady 
and 
determined 
resistance 
primarily due to the opposition of the 
recently deposed chairman of the House 
Armed Services Committee, Rep H 
Edward Hebert of Louisiana 
I might point out in this connection 
that an individual who retired between 
the years of 1959 and 1962 now draws 
approximately 
forty 
per cent 
less 
retired pay than his or her counterpart 
who retires at today’s pay scales — this 
despite the adjustments for the CPI 
Retirees 
after 
1962 
suffer 
a 
proportionate loss depending on the year 
in which (they) retired Is this fair9 
Were the risks of a retiree today any 
greater than they were for veterans of 
World War II and Korea9 Are personal 
hardships of career military men and 
their families more severe for those 
entering the service after 1958 than for 
those who had earned retirement pay by 
the 
date? 
Hardly. 
Somehow 
the 
recipients of Social Security, Railroad 
Retirement, Civil Service and Welfare 
seem to get their raises quite regularly 
Is 
this 
because 
they 
have 
better 
representation at the state and national 
level or because they represent a 
greater share of the voting populace or 
because they are more deserving and 
have 
faced 
more 
dangers 
and 
hardships9 Here again I say “ hardly ” 
An article on Page 12 of the Monday, 
Jan 27th issue of the Record by Mr 
Tiede appears to favor Mr. Ford’s 
proposal to put military commissaries 
on a “ self supporting” basis. Several 
years ago a Surtax was added to all 
commissary purchases to do this very 
thing, does Mr. Ford or Mr Tiede know 
or 
care about this? Mr. Tiede also 
states in his closing sentence of the 
aforementioned article and I quote “ it 
seems unwise to put soldiers in any 
other world than the rest of us.” The 
naivity of this expression 
literally 
confounds the imagination of those of us 
who have been separated from the 
“ Rest of us” on many sad occasions. 
Any military person 
in a combat 
situation whether real or simulated 
knows perfectly that he or she is 
separated from the “ Rest of us.” I don’t 
know how often Mr. Tiede has been 
called upon by his country to help undo 
some pretty bad goofs by the diplomats 
and statesmen or indeed whether Mr 
Tiede has worn his country’s uniform 
but if he has how could he have the gall 
to make such an absurd statement or 
even endorse it, if perchance he is 
quoting some other author. I might 
enlighten Mr. Tiede and some of the 
Record’s readers by stating that it is a 
usual and customary practice for large

producers 
to 
provide 
commissaries for their employes; does 
this separate them for the “ Rest of us,” 
Mr. Tiede? Commissaries are also 
provided by entities other than the 
military, do you propose these also be 
closed so that this will bring us all 
“ closer together?”

qualified people must be attracted to it. 
they must be persuaded to remain, they 
must 
be adequately compensated for 
their services and provided 
with 
traditional items such as Commissary, 
Base Exchanges or Service Stores, 
Hobby Shops, libraries, bowling alleys, 
theaters & swimming pools, all of which 
time and use have proven to be of 
immense value in attracting careerists 
and in persuading them to stay 
All 
professions have certain differences or 
distinctions The clergy wear distinctive 
apparel, so do policemen, postmen, ball 
players, scuba divers, aviators, and so 
on ad infinitum They all have traditions 
and rules of the game The military is 
entitled to this same consideration
